EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The following amendments are made; 

Claims 28,30-32 and 45-59 are cancelled. 

1 . (Currently amended) A method performed by at least one device of a 
communication system, the method comprising: transmitting a pilot symbol structure 
including a first pilot symbol including pilot information on a first plurality of alternate 
tones, and a second pilot symbol including pilot information on a second plurality of 
alternate tones, wherein the tones in the second plurality of alternate tones and the first 
plurality of alternate tones are on opposite sides of and a same distance from a tone. 

8. (Currently amended) A method performed by at least one device of a 
communication system, the method comprising: receiving a pilot symbol structure 
including a first pilot symbol including pilot information on a first plurality of alternate 
tones, and a second pilot symbol including pilot information on a second plurality of 
alternate tones, wherein the tones in the second plurality of alternate tones and the first 
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plurality of alternate tones are on opposite sides of and a same distance from a tone; 
and performing channel estimation using the first and second pilot symbols. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 8, 16, 22, 33, 39, 60, 67, 74 and 81 are allowed 

The prior art fails to disclose a second pilot symbol including pilot information on 
a second plurality of alternate tones, wherein the tones in the second plurality of 
alternate tones and the first plurality of alternate tones are on opposite sides of and a 
same distance from a tone.
